Storm Rages So Long That Train, Telephone and 


Telegraph Service are Demoralized 


Completely in All Directions 


CITY FREE OF CASUALTIES 


Loss from Storm Will Amount to Hundreds of 


Thousands of Dollars — No Expense 


is Spared to Restore Service 


Completely isolated from the world and even from the 


neighboring villages after the worst and most costly 
storm in its history, Appleton marshaled its forces 
Thursday morning to dig itself out. NThe task was a tre- 
mendous one, for a continuous storm of rain, sleet, snow 
and wind for 48 hours, combined with freezing weather 
Wednesday night encrusted roads, railroad tracks, cross- 
ings and sidewalks with a hard and thick surface that 
only crews of men with pickaxes could remove. 


Violent storms usually are termed the "worst in his- 


tory," but the phrase applied to this one is no exaggera- 
tion. There was perhaps no more snow or ice than has 
accompanied previous storms, but the duration of it sent 
the loss into hundreds of thousands of dollars for this 
locality and left the city exiled as never before.

for violations, the great care which 
should be exercised to insure a. sani- 
tary milk supply, free from tubercu- 
lous infection from an unclean herd 
and the advantages of better housing 
conditions.

The doctor urged the best of cooper- 


ation between health authorities and 
those with whom they deal.

that a. full time health officer is a

and core of the democratic ideal. 


USE POSSIBILITIES 


In explaining the great possibilities 


that lie within each human being. Dr. 
vinsman drew attention to Willetta 
iuggins. the young girl at the Janes- 
vilfe Blind school, who since losing 
her, sight and hearing can tell color 


by her sense of smell and the denomi- 
nation on paper money, by her .sense 
of touch. He said that most people 
use, not more than 25 percent of their 
possibilities while many use 10 per 
cent. 


"Our duty as citizens lies first in 


Appleton. then in Outaeamic county, 
then, in the state, then in the nation 
aVid finally in the world," continued 
Lhe speaker. ''If we are to be true 
Americans we .will make the city of 
Appleton tho finest place for its peo- 
ple to develop their noblest possibili- 
ties, throwing an environment around 
them which makes for stood." 


The speaker emphasized the influ- 


ence which everyone has on his as- 
sociates for good or for evil. Ho urged 
the business women to 
have- great

and to open them up to full develop- 
ment of all their powers. 


"If we would be the America citi- 


zen lhat Washington was. that Lin- 
coln was, we must take advantage of 
every opportunity to help our fellow 
men.

CABBAGE THK HEALTH FOOD 


If any one food substance merited the name of 


"health food" that substance would be. cabbage. Al- 
though cabbage is but little more nutritious, pound 
for pound, than lobster, clams, tomatoes, watermelon 
or beef soup (Bulletin 28, United States department 
of agriculture, "The 
Chemical 
Composition 
of 


American Food Materials," obtainable for 10 cents 
in coin by appJicaU'on-to the superintendent of doc- 
uments, government printing office, Washington, 
D. C.). yet this economical aivd appetizing vegetable 
outranks all other foods in many respects, 


Xo other food, and no drug or medicine or es- 


sence as yet discovered, furnishes more vitamins 
than cabbage. 


Cabbage contains all three; vitamins and cspcc 


ially the fat soluble. A factor and this is the vita- 
man, if any, that is deficient in some, dietaries in 
America. I am referring to raw cabbafre. particu- 
larly. Raw cabbage digests as readily as cooked 
cabbage docs*. Cocking pTtfbaBIy" decreases the vit- 
amin content of any vegetable more or less. Steam 
cooking is preferable to boiling. Boiling is a waste- 
ful and unwhofestSme method o~f cooking' vegetables. 
Thus cabbage ctfoked by boiling loses tn the process 
about 10 per cent of its protein or nitrogenous ma- 
terial, more^ than 30 per cettt of its carbohydrate, 
and about 50 per cent of its mineral salts. 


Cabbage is rich in the kind of iron the body 


can use. 
As a- Source of ir6rv, phosphorus, calcium 


lime) and magnesium, cabbage is the pee* of all 
"ood substances and tttc snperi<jr-of most socalled 
lealth foods; 


Cabbage? plunged into boiling Water and cooked 


for precisely 20 minutes, no- IdngeV. will be a deli- 
cate light green- c'olor, tender, most palatable and 
easily digested, longer cooking, 'especially in cov- 
ered vessels', makes it dark brown and hafd to di- 
gest as welt as less nutritious in every" way. 


Boiled cabbage served with lamb, mutton 
or 


beef, escalloped cabbage with cheese sauce, fried 
cabbage with mmced onion, cabbage cooked in mifk 
and water, cabbage baked with hamtrarg or frank- 
furters, lady cabbage, "sweet or sour cabbage, or 
filled cabbage, are all recommended by the authori- 
ties at Cornell college of agriculture, and the men- 
tion of any of these dishes should make a normal 
person's mouth water. 


Raw cabbage with apple and onion, or with 


onion and celery, with green peppers, tomatoes, Car- 
rots or shredded pineapple; or with salmon, shrimp. 
tuna or whale meat (canned), served with a boiled 
dressing, makes a most palatable and "wholesome 
salad. 
Plain cold slaw may be included in any 


well balanced dinner menu. And the 
American 


vinegar manufacturers association will be delighted 
to know that, 1 see no harm in taking vinegar on 
one's cabbage, though vinegar is not a food. And 
T would add just one dish to the list suggested by 
the Cornell agriculture college experts, the best 
dish of all from the viewpoints of ntitfitive balance, 
paJatability and health—good old pork and cabbage.

Kxperiencc 
has proved that unless squint or cross eye iH cor- 
rected before tho child is six years old, the deviating 
eye is likely-to become blind, and then permanent 
straightening is almost impossible. Therefore par- 
ents must act while the child is young and never 
wait for the child to 
"outgrow" 
squint, 
which

Dem.) "but 
this feeling has never

that they tlcspi.se the Hindus," and 
the net result, as that paper sees is, 
IK that "there is no hope whatever of 
putting an end to this Indian business 
without cither making enormous con- 
cessions or fighting." 


Now tlte reasons for this unhappy 


contact of.Eastand "West, while vari- 
ously assigned, would seem to bear o\it 
Air.
